Two great granddaugh- 
ters of these two old pioneers are 
members of River Valley W.I. Another 
son Benoni White is buried in the old 
Valley Pioneer Cemetery and lived in 
the Glen Ross area known as White's 
Landing.

Women’s Institute 

Although burials took place through 
Succeeding years it was found toward 
the close of World War I that the 
creeping hand of neglect had so grip- 
ped this burial ground that it disgrac- 
ed this Christian community.

of the local Women’s Institute, action 
was initiated to restore this resting 
place of the community’s dead.
